2. Recently, a case similar to the one proposed 
herein was referred to your office to determine whether or 
not contractual action constituted a violation of the 

M conflicts off interest” law (see REP A) . The opinion expressed 
in this case was that conflict of interest would not be in- 
volved, if the individual was not permitted to serve in a 
supervisory position, and further that he was not placed 
in a position wherein he might favorably influence Agency 
procurementpolicy(See REF B) . When on detail to the 
Agency, responsibilities will neither be 

supervisory nor be associated with Agency procurement programs , 
therefore, the /precedent established in reference B would 
seem to apply. 
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3. While on detail to the Agency, will 

be actively engaged in: 

a. The verification of ideas and techniques 
employed by external contractors in solving tech- 
nical collection and analysis problems. 

b. Assisting personnel assigned to the Directorate 
of Science and Technology in matters relating to 
the development of new and novel techniques for 
integrating and correlating intelligence data. 

c. The preparation of theoretical studies relating 
to systems analysis and operations. 

d. Guiding the preparation and execution of 
projects in the missile Intelligence field. 

e. Such other duties as may be prescribed by the 
Deputy Director for Science and Technology. 

Your effort to review the proposal set forth above 
and advise this office of any violation of the "conflicts 
of interest" law shall be greatly appreciated.
